So that’s it then. Sixteen days of (mostly) fantastic international competition are behind us, 
and now we get to look forward to Bears season. Just kidding, we know it’s all about the Cubs 
for as long as their World Series hopes are alive. The good news? We have to wait only about 
1 8 months until the Opening Ceremony for the 2018 Winter Games in Pyeongchang, South 
Korea. That’ll be here soon, right? Here’s how the last few days of the Games of the 31st 
Olympiad played out. 



WE LOVED IT WHEN ... 

Matt Centrowitz broke a 108-year drought. 

No, not THAT 108-year drought. The 26-year- 
old became the first American since 1908 to 
win the 1,500 meters, improving on his fourth- 
place finish at the 2012 Games. “There’s nothing 
like it,” Centrowitz told USA Today. “It doesn’t 
compare to anything else I’ve won in my life. 
Doing my victory lap, I literally kept screaming 
to everyone I know Are you kidding me?’ ” Now 
imagine that feeling all over Chicago. We can 
get used to that feeling, for sure. 


U.S. women’s water polo players had their 
coach’s back. Right before the Olympics be- 
gan, Adam Krikorian learned his brother died 
of a heart attack. He went home to California to 
attend to his family and his grief, then returned 
to coach the Americans to their second straight 
gold medal. After the final match Friday, the 
players pulled their coaches into the 
pool, as is tradition. Then, one by 
one, they draped their gold med- 
als around Krikorian’s neck. The 
symbolic gesture was touching 
because coaches don’t get gold 
medals, you see. 

“For him to pull his team 
together after hearing that 
news hours before [the 
games began] and be able to 
sit down and talk to his team 
in that situation is so telling of 
his character,” team captain 
Maggie Steffens told USA 
Today. “He was telling us to 
enjoy the moment, enjoy 


opening ceremonies, don’t worry about me, 
you be you, this is our dream, live it. This is a 
coach who just went through something so 
traumatic. We wanted to be strong for him, but 
he was strong for us and that’s why he’s the 
best coach in the world.” 


Sixes were wild. First, the m . women’s B—j 
ketball team won its sixth straight gold med^, 
topping Spain 101-72 in the final on Saturday. \ 
Totally expected, but nevertheless remarkable, ' 
especially when you consider the team won 
its eight games in Rio by an average of 37.25 
points. BTW, the Americans now have won 49 
straight in Olympic competition. Yes, that’s 
more than the men. Sky star Elena Delle Donne, 
for her part, never wanted to be woken up if 
she was dreaming. 

“Yeah, I kept looking at it,” she 
told the Tribune about her gold medal. “Is this

real life? Oh, my goodness, somebody pinch 
me.” 

Later on Saturday, the U.S. women won 
the 4x400-meter relay, the sixth consecutive 
time they’ve come out on top in that race. The 
victory also gave Allyson Felix her sixth gold 
medal and her ninth total medal. So the most 
decorated female track athlete in U.S. history 
also is now tied for most medals among all fe- 
male track and field athletes; Merlene Ottey of 
Jamaica also has nine. Most impressive. 

(Congrats to the U.S. men, too, who won the 
4x400-meter relay after losing to the Bahamas 
in 2012.) 

Usain Bolt went out on top. Although it’s too 
bad the American men were disqualified in 
the 4x100-meter relay, this just feels right. The 
“fastest man on Earth” and arguably the most 
electric (see what we did there?) Olympian of 
all time finished his Olympic career with gold 
on Friday. Anything less would have felt a bit 
incomplete. 

A history-making boxer did it again. In 2012, 
Claressa Shields became the first U.S. woman 
to win a boxing gold. On Sunday, she defended 
her middleweight title to become the first U.S. 
woman and only second American ever to win 
two boxing golds, and the first U.S. boxer to win 
them in back-to-back games. Nice! 

U.S. men’s voiieyball rallied for a bronze. 

The guys had a bummer few days. First, they 
faced a last-minute loss to Italy on Friday, which 
bumped them out of the gold-medal match. 
Then, on Sunday, credentials trouble forced 
them to walk several blocks to their bronze- 
medal match-in the rain-and once they made 
it they soon found themselves down two sets 
to none against Russia. But they rallied and got 
it done, taking the final three sets to claim the 
bronze. Way to keep fighting, guys. 

Men’s basketball put a nice bow on the 
games for Team USA. In the final hours of 


competition on Sunday, the men picked up one 
last gold for the USA, beating Serbia 96-66 in 
the final. That’s the third straight for U.S. men’s 
basketball, whose team for this year included 
the Bulls’ Jimmy Butler. Congrats! 

Simone Biies was picked to carry the U.S. 
fiag in the closing ceremony. Longtime 
Olympic star Michael Phelps led Team USA into 
the games; first-time Olympic star Biles was 
chosen for the honor of leading them out. A fit- 
ting choice, no? What a wonderful way to end 
the competition. 

WE HATED IT WHEN ... 

Jordan Burroughs was reduced to tears. Yes, 
the freestyle wrestler had an incredible 130-2 
record before he lost twice in these Olympics. 
But he seemed to take his performance aw- 
fully hard. “I didn’t see my son walk for the first 
time. ... I left my wife at home with two kids in 
Nebraska for long periods of time to go to train- 
ing camps and tournaments in foreign coun- 
tries,” Burroughs told TeamUSA.org. “But she 
did that joyfully, not begrudgingly, because she 
knew on days like these I always performed. 
Now I feel like I let her down and I let my family 
down.” We wish he could have those moments 
with his son back, but he’ll have to settle for 
knowing there are many more ahead, and no 
one can take away the gold he won in London. 

This fake robbery thing kept blowing up. 

And really, it probably isn’t over yet. Shame on 
those swimmers for blaming Rio and not their 
terrible behavior, and for trying to cover the 
whole thing up. That said, at least Ryan Lochte 
and Co. finally are owning up to their actions. 
“This is why I’m taking full responsibility for my 
actions, because if I didn’t over-exaggerate the 
story ... none of this would have happened,” 
Lochte told NBC’s Matt Lauer. Can’t disagree 
with him there. 

The rhythmic gymnastics team finished 
dead last. However, Natalie McGiffert, Kiana 
Eide, Alisa Kano, Monica Rokhman and Kristen 
Shaldybin, who train in the northern suburbs, 
can take comfort in knowing they were the 
first rhythmic gymnastics team from the U.S. to 
qualify for the Olympics. The only other time 
an American team competed, in 1996, the U.S. 
received a courtesy berth as the host nation. 
“We weren’t really thinking of scores or place- 
ments today. We just wanted to end on a good 
note,” McGiffert told the Tribune. “After four 
years, we’re a project that’s finally complete.” 

WORD OF THE DAY 

Relief 

Heading into the Rio Games, it felt like any day 
escaping a monumental calamity was a victory, 
never mind what happened in any competi- 
tion. Fortunately, these Olympics were not the 
disaster some envisioned. Now we hope Brazil 
finds the strength to rise to its feet after be- 
ing knocked down by all the economic, social 
and political turmoil it has endured recently. 
Perhaps the nation’s people can find strength 
in all they’ve seen the past two weeks.

post on purevolume.com (think Bandcamp 
but for pop-punk-loving music fans in the 
aughts), he successfully tried out for a band 
called Comeback Kurds, becoming their lead 
singer and guitarist and changing their name 
to Cardboard Cutout. “It lasted around three 
years, but we never played Chicago. But we 
did open up for Hit the Lights and All Time 
Low,” Golden remembers. 

College obligations and the band members’ 
getting serious jobs led to Cardboard Cutout’s 
dissolution, so Golden took the hiatus to at- 
tend Purdue. He only lasted a year and a half 
studying public relations, but his real educa- 
tion was getting back into music. Follow- 
ing multiple trips to Von’s Records in West 
Lafeyette, Ind., his taste expanded to bands 
like Fleet Foxes and Animal Collective and 
rap artists like Jay Z, and so did his passion for 
songwriting, creating material that would be- 
come 20io’s “Trees Pt. i,” his first EP release 
as Mike Golden and Friends. He explains, “I 
called it Mike Golden and Friends because I 
didn’t have a band, but I wanted it to be more 
than just me playing acoustic guitar.” The 
project included a rotating cast of musicians, 
including his current and longtime producer 
Scot Stewart and his old Cardboard Cutout 
bandmates Jason Riordan and James Roth. 

While he was incubating his music, road 
trips from Hammond to the former River 
North establishment JBar Lounge kickstart- 
ed his career in Chicago. “At that bar, I feel like 
that was where it aU started for me in Chica- 
go,” Golden says. It was there that he booked 
acoustic shows, made connections with film- 
maker Davy Greenberg and entrepreneur Joe 
Freshgoods and began to network with the 
local scene. Through Greenberg, they col- 
laborated on a video for Golden’s single “Stay 
Here,” which led him to more local attention 
as well as the ears of another band Greenberg 
was directing videos for: Kids These Days. 
“We started booking shows together, and I 
knew something amazing musically was hap- 
pening in Chicago when I met those seven 
kids,” Golden says. “How they made me feel 
when I saw them live is how I wanted to make 
people feel when they see me live.” 


From there. Golden continued to hone 
his craft. There was “Trees Pt. 2,” another 
acoustic-heavy release that found him going 
into more soulful territory and on 2011’s 
“Groceries,” he channeled the rock-loving 
part of his palate with hard-hitting cuts like 
“No Number.” 2014’s “Utopia” was another 
leap, taking on the compelling genre-stew 
of acts like Kids These Days and translating 
it into his biggest song, “Hey Jane,” which 
featured Vic Mensa and Donnie Trumpet. 
While all these efforts were released under 
Mike Golden and Friends, he wanted his 


next project to be a clearer encapsulation of 
himself: “I knew I wanted to be on my own, 
control my sound and release something 
under my name— just not as Mike Golden 
and Friends.” 

Hence the moniker he now performs under: 
Golden. “I wrote Mornin’ Momma’ about a 
year and a half ago when I moved to my par- 
ents’ basement so I could write, travel more 
and save money to just focus on music,” Gold- 
en explains. “They still charged me rent, but I 
needed to work on music and myself— being a 
better person was all part of making the proj- 


ect to be the best it could be. I needed growth, 
both personal and musical, to get it right.” 
There was also “Workin’ On Myself,” an an- 
themic, horn-led number that set the trium- 
phant tone for what “Just Be A Better Person” 
would hold. “Once I wrote ‘Workin’ On My- 
self,’ I realized that this would be the theme of 
the project,” he says. Getting the call to be on 
Donnie Trumpet and the Social Experiment’s 
“Go” also formed what would follow 

But what precipitated that growth was the 
end of a four-and-a-half-year relationship doc- 
umented on album cut “4 Year Interlude.” He 
says of the relationship’s demise, “I was stuck 
and complacent and didn’t focus on my mu- 
sic enough. You need to give time to yourself 
before you can dedicate it to another person.” 
The growth he experienced over the past year 
and a half, constantly writing, regrouping and 
re-centering himself, proves wonders once 
you listen to the project, his most fully real- 
ized artistic statement yet. But that personal 
growth wasn’t what inspired the title: It was 
a fan who DM’d him on Twitter, saying his 
music “drives me to just be a better person.” 
That message served as Golden’s inspiration 
to keep going. 

Now months out from moving to Pilsen, 
he’s ready to see if this project will have the 
same impact on his fans that this city had on 
him: “I want people to take away from it the 
positive vibes, like what Chance did on ‘Col- 
oring Book,’ and that I could bring it to life in 
my own way and find my own lane.”

t ell me you go to your local 
farmers market. Please. Just 
tell me, and Pll leave you 
alone. Swear to pie. 

Hir YOU NEED TO LEARN THU 

Two reasons: First, you can’t beat the capi- 
tal “F” fresh produce with a stick. I mean, if 
you’ve never shopped at a farmers market, 
well, I suppose it’s an exaggeration to say, 
“you haven’t lived.” You’re alive right now, in 
fact, reading this article, like some crazy alive 
person. But, you should still go. 

Second: I like to support the little guys. By 
shopping at farmers markets, we’re literally 
buying into a food system that challenges the 
corporate, industrialized farming model that 
currently rules the world. In other words, 
we’re sticking it to the man. Here are a few 
go-to items I always like to bring home. 

Summer squash 

Here are some varieties I really like: zucchi- 
ni, of course, and pattypan squash that look 
like a y-year-old’s cartoon drawing of an alien 
spacecraft. And my favorite: golden zucchini. 


with its deep, lustrous hue that makes plain 
old yellow squash look like Jim Nabors next 
to Rock Hudson. 

(Do I need to hip up my cultural references, 
or what?) 

Recently, I got something stripy called 
green tiger squash that, after a couple of zin- 
fandel coolers, might remind one of an unholy 
union of vegetable and carnivore. 

Here’s my basic preparation for any of 
them: Saute 1/4- or 1/8 -inch cross-sections 
or half-moons over high heat in olive oil un- 
til tender. Next, add some garlic, salt and as 
much freshly ground black pepper as your 
nose can stand. Saute until the garlic is just 
fragrant, about 30 seconds. This is your base 
recipe. Now add other farmers market gems: 
fresh tomatoes, basil, mushrooms, etc. 

Suddenly you realize you could toss the 
whole thing with pasta for a complete, lovely 
lunch. Then you’re thinking, ooh, I bet some 
crisp bacon would be good in this, and a little 
grated Parmesan or fresh mozzarella. OK, 
now you’re just getting crazy 

Tomatoes 

The reason we invented summer. Salads, sauc- 
es, salsas, sure, but listen to this: When I was 
in college, working a summer job in a North 


Carolina miU, we’d eat “mater sammiches”: 
thick slabs of ripe tomato on bread as pure 
and white as Mother Teresa’s soul (as the 
cheap seats section at the RNC) (as Julia Rob- 
erts’ smile) (as an Icelandic albino) (I could go 
on ...). Just slather some mayo onto the bread, 
place the mater slabs on top, season with salt 
and pepper and, blammo! One of the greatest 
things ever. Swear to gosh. Think of it as a B -less 
BLT Without the lettuce. A “T,” if you wiU. 

Eggs 

Regular supermarket eggs can lie in the pan as 
flat and lifeless as a cardboard zombie. Farm- 
ers market eggs, though, fresh as a dadgum 
daisy, straight from the chicken, sit up as high 
and as tight as a Nolan Ryan fastball. There’s 
just no comparison. 

Poach a couple of farmers market eggs to 
put over a lyonnaise salad with frisee, crispy 
bacon and delicious vinaigrette. Or, my fa- 
vorite breakfast: over-easy egg over leftover 
legumes— Central American black beans, 
French white beans or Indian dal— with the 
warm liquid yolk dripping into the legumes, 
enriching the sauce. 

Melons 

Supermarket cantaloupes are small, hard and 


virtually tasteless. Y)ur locally grown variet- 
ies, though, are often huge, juicy and bursting 
with flavor. Peel, seed and cut one into dice 
and snack all day long. Or toss the chunks 
into the blender with some yogurt and ice 
and a pinch of salt and you’ve got yourself a 
smoothie that Genghis Khan or James Caan 
would enjoy equally Or puree the cantaloupe 
with a splash of champagne for a spectacular 
cold summer soup. Or wrap it in prosciutto 
and drizzle it with a balsamic reduction. 

Beans 

Our local varieties from Illinois soil taste 
nothing like the pale, bland specimens the 
masters of the national grocery chains have 
gotten us used to. And consider the tons of 
beany varieties: yellow beans, purple beans 
(like green beans, only— go on, guess), gor- 
geous dragon tongue beans and a host of oth- 
ers. Steam or simmer them, then toss them 
on a nicoise salad with boiled potatoes, olives, 
tomatoes and a dollop of canned tuna. Or 
quick-saute them with a little butter (And gar- 
lic. And tomato. And herbs. And mushrooms. 
And more beans. And and and ...). Trust me, it 
will make you happy

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Last year, AMC’s 
“Halt and Catch 
Fire,” an ’8os-set 
drama about a ragtag 
team ofTexas com- 
puter programmers 
trying to go toe- 
to-toe with Silicon 
Valley went from a 
fine if unspectacular 
show to one of TV’s 
most stellar offerings. 
Though critical adu- 
lation wasn’t enough to get the scrappy series 
better than abysmal ratings (Season 2 aver- 
aged a paltry 530,000 viewers per episode, 
according to AV Club), AMC believed in it 
enough to renew it for another run, which 
premieres Tuesday at 8 p.m. Considering the 
five episodes I’ve seen of the new season, 
thank God the network gave it another 
chance, because these episodes are some of 
the most confident, elegantly shot offerings 
of the entire series. 

WARNING: SOME SPOILERS FOR 
SEASONS 1 AND 2 AHEAD. 

When “Halt and Catch Fire” made its leap 
in quality last season, it did so by completely 
flipping its script. Season i, while mostly 
engaging, lacked enough forward motion as 
the series focused on Joe MacMiUan (Lee 
Pace), a Don Draper-esque salesman with as 


much faux-charisma as he has secrets, and 
Gordon Clark (Scoot McNairy), a brilliant 
but nebbish and heavy-drinking engineer. 

It sometimes stalled as the two men tried 
to compete with IBM and Apple with “the 
Giant,” a clunky PC they built for their 
Texas-based firm, Cardiff Electric, because it 
relegated to supporting roles the show’s best 
two characters: Cameron Howe (an electric 
and scene-stealing Mackenzie Davis), a punk- 
minded and talented coder, and Donna Clark 
(Kerry Bishe), Gordon’s wife. 

On the other hand. Season 2 found the 
show’s heart. After Cardiff Electric was sold, 
the narrative jumped more than a year into 
the future to focus on Mutiny, a video games- 
turned-chatroom startup run by Cameron 
and Donna. Focusing on the chemistry 
between those two incredible characters — 
instead of Gordon (who in the first season 
was much more compelling as a stay-at-home 
dad dealing with his sense of worth after 
taking the buyout), or Joe (whose early series 
blowhard monologues sometimes sucked 
the air out of an episode and was better on 
the periphery trying to work his way up at 
an oil company)— the show was electric. By 
subverting the blustery and overdone trope 
of mysterious and difficult men striving to 
make something great, “Halt and Catch Fire” 
positioned itself as something better than 
just its elevator pitch: “Like Mad Men’ but in 
the ’80s and about computers!” 


Like the reboot that made Season 2, the 
latest 10 -episode order upgrades the show’s 
formula. For one, the show moves from 
Texas to the Bay Area in 1986, where Mutiny 
lands to expand (and Donna and Gordon at- 
tempt to fix their rattled marriage). A newly 
bearded Joe is also in Silicon Valley, this time 
as a Steve Jobs-type founder of an anti-virus 
company (based off software he unethi- 
cally used from Gordon) complete with zen 
koans and a turtleneck. Even Gordon has 
more to do as he attempts to make himself 
useful working with Donna and Cameron 
at Mutiny’s swanky Silicon Valley headquar- 
ters. Because the show’s emotional core is 
still there, including a new Mutiny hire, the 
socially awkward but brilliant coder Ryan 
Ray (Manish Dayal), the new season is less of 
a reboot and more of a spark plug. 

Part of the reason “Halt and Catch Fire” 
works is that its attention to detail is impec- 
cable. Besides “The Americans” or “Masters 
of Sex,” their commitment to capturing a 
decade is pretty much unmatched, with ev- 
erything from the set props and costume de- 
sign to the decade-appropriate music (David 
Bowie’s ‘Absolute Beginners,” Elvis Costello’s 
“Beyond Belief” and Talking Heads’ “Burn- 
ing Down the House,” for example) and the 
impeccably framed cinematography Plus, the 
’86 Bay Area setting allows for the show to 
explore more territory than its former Texas 
locale allowed, such as workplace sexism. 


the AIDS crisis (something only hinted at in 
Season i) and the cutthroat and toxic Silicon 
Valley culture. 

But the real joy of “Halt and Catch Fire” 
is watching the characters create and solve 
problems— especially Cameron and Donna 
as they navigate the misogynistic web of 
Silicon Valley culture as they try to secure 
venture capital funding for Mutiny More so 
than that plot, especially resonant consider- 
ing the ever-pervasive sexism in tech culture 
today is how Donna’s pragmatism meshes 
with Cameron’s manic, and sometimes 
destructive, brilliance. There’s hardly a more 
electrifying pairing on television than Bishe 
and Davis. McNair/s subtly rendered Gor- 
don also shines when he’s trying to balance 
finding his place at Mutiny while attempting 
to fix his marriage (Bishe and McNairy also 
have an undeniable rapport). 

Sure, “Halt and Catch Fire” won’t be for 
everyone. Besides its wonky name, there’s 
mile-a-minute PC talk that’ll sound like 
complete gibberish to people who don’t 
code or know how PCs are built (guilty!), 
and yes, Joe can be a little heavy on the 
gasbag smarminess and Gordon can be 
incredibly frustrating. However, in the void 
left from AMC’s best shows like “Mad Men” 
and “Breaking Bad,” there’s not a doubt 
that “Halt and Catch Fire,” a show that 
has progressively gotten better with every 
episode, is filling it.
